Legal Questions. 
The Winclifsier Democrat says: "J idgo 
SooM bad before bim at his last term of 
court here three questions that bave 
never been before tbe Court of Appeals 
of Kentucky. The first was whether an 
executor can in any case be allowed more 
than the five per cent, prescribed by tbe 
statute. Jodae Scott dtciiled that the 
atatute ia reetrictive, but tbat the courts 
can allow five percent, on the total amount 
of perHoiialty. 

" The second question was, have rail- 
road companies or contractors tbe right 
to use the 8urp1u>< iniiferirtlH, such as stone, 
coal, etc., excavated hy theiu in makiuK 
cuts or tunnels, for purpoiea not connec- 
ted with tbe conatrction of the railroad? 
Ttie decision was that such surplus ma- 
terials may be used by them for any pur- 
pose when it was necessary for tba ma' 
terials to be removed. 

"Tbe third queetion was whether a 
married woman, who has been authorized 
by a decree of court to trade as a feme 
lof« and (lispose of herproperty by will, 
can deprive her husband of his curtesy 
right. Judge Scott decided tbat tba will 
depriving the husband of bis curtesy 
right is valid if made with his consent, 
but tbe queetion as to whetbar ooah eon- 
sent is a fraud on bis creditors waa not 
determined. All of these decisiolM will 
prabaUy ba appealed from.
